REVIEW OF NEW BOOKS.

—From Porter & Coates we have received
‘‘Orown Jewels; or, the Dream of an Empire,"”
by Emma L. Moffett. Published by Carleton,
When we state that this is an historieal ro-
mance, with Maximilian, the bogus Emperor
of Mexioo, for its hero, and that its anthor ia
not only a woman but a Sounthern woman,
Oolumbus, Georgia, being her dwelling-place,
we have given a tolerable hint with regard to
what may be expected by those who propose
to peruse it. The ochief characteristio of the
feminine novelists of the sunny South is
gush, but the exuberant sentimentalism of
Miss Evans, the authoress of ‘‘Valerie Ayl-
mer,” and other ladies who head the by no
means oxtensive list of Southern novel
writers, is tameness beside the *‘fine frenzy”
of the writer of “Crown Jewels,” The opening
lines of this remarkabls performance will
give our readers an idea of its quality: —

“The sun is westering nlmrlﬁ towards (ts setting.
The low, murky clouds that have hueg asa pall
over the earth, are glidec and brightened by the
lengthening rays, and are saling away —away—over
the horlzon, to be In (t at the close of the day. ‘The
Nashing nnni foaming waves have leit the sea, and
all her [sles In caim at lasy,” and ln the silent heart
of the ocean are murlunrmﬁ thelr night song, n aoft
serenade, to the ‘Genll of the deep’ dreaming in the
coral caves. 'The golden beams glance lrt.-mblmﬁl}'
athwart each tree and tower, and anon on the
bresze comes the soft coolnq of the cushat, echoing
farther and farther, and atll more faintly,
til] at last the gentle notes foat into nothingness in
the decp of the [orest, The grey-winged eagle (&
fieelng over the golden hill-tops to the mountain
eyry, where the y(mnr birda walt, eagor for the
mother's coming; and low In the valleys, the wild
flowers lift their pale, snowy faces upward, watch-
ing for the return kiss of the dew-drop that had
fed with the morning brightness,
“Sunset in Brussels!”

The reader may well exclaim at the very
beginning of the story, ‘‘More matter and
less art,” especially as four pages farther on
there is another *‘Sunset in Brussels,” and
on the next page to that an equally elaborate
“‘SBunset at the field of Waterloo.” On page
16 we are told how—

“The protean face of day has shown I[ts last
change; the slow-walking twilight has in her dusky
robes pasged through the clly; and, as the mjsty
ghadow of her vell Is Iifted from the blue ether,
the stars creep out in the high dome above, until the
vaulted roof of heaven is thick inlald with ‘patines
of bright gold,’ and in their midst the rall-orbed
moon ‘proclaims the sllent refga of night' "<

all of which is so far satisfactory asit assured
ns of the fact that the sun actually has set in

Brussels.
Ohapter second describes the natal morn
of the unfortunate Maximilian in this style: —

“Phe morning sun of July 6, 1832, that sent its
beame over the towers and steeples of Vienna,
mm golden lllglt the green sward about the

| pammoe of Schonbrunn, tipping with iis

the gigantic e¢lms, through whose

b the summer breezes played ”"‘“{' to and

fro, heralding the natal day of Ferdinand Maximi-

iian Jaaeph. Archduke of Austria, second son of

Francis Charles (brother to the then relgning Em-

eror Ferdipand), and likewlse grandson, bat two

egrees removed from the famous Maria Theress,

once Empress of Austria, whose renown fllls o
large a part of the history of the past century,"”

Having fairly introduced her hero and
heroine on the scene, the writer traces their
history, with descriptive digressions like
those quoted above ocourring at every few
pages of the narrative, from their marriage
to the sad tragedy of Queretaro, She evi-
dently sympathized strongly with the attempt
to establish an empire in Mexico, and her
imagination fairly runs riot when she under-
takes to describe the mcenes of royal state
amid which Maximilian and his wife are sup-
posed to have moved. In this respeot she
fairly ount-Disraelis Disraeli, for the efflo-
rescence of ‘‘Lothair” cannot be put in com-
parison with the gushingness of ‘‘Crown
Jewels,” which, with the above hints with
regard to its quality, we commend to the
notice of those who admire the style of
writing affected by its authoress.

—Porter & Coates also send us the last pub-
lished volume of the uniform edition of Hans
Christian Andersen’s works now being issned
by Hurd & Houghton. This is the comple-
ment of the ‘““Wonder Btories told to Chil-
dren,"” which has already been published, and
it contains the balance of Mr. Andersens
short stories and sketches, suoch as ‘“The Pio-
ture Book without Piclures,” one of the most
delightful series of short sketches ever written,
*“The Ice Maiden,” *‘The Little Match Girl,”
“A Story from the Sand Hills,” ““Little Tak,"”
and a great number of others. Many of these
plories and sketches are very slight, but they
are all characterized by the graceful fanoy,
the genial humor, and the postical spirit
which give the least of Andersen’s perform.-
gnoes & positive value, and the volume before
us ia a perfect treasury of wholesome sweots
for both old and young, for those who can
enjoy Hans Christian Andersen's writings at
all never lose their taste for thew at any age.

—From Olaxton, Remsen & Haffeltinger
we have received ‘‘Notes, Explanatory and
Practical, on the Acta of the Apostles,” by
Rev. Albert Barnes. Published by Harper &
Brothers, This work is so well known that
it needs no special recommendation, It fills

ANEW POEM BY CHATTERTON,

A correspondent of tife London Athenwum
thinks that he has discovered a poem by
Chatterton which has not hitherto been jn-
cluded in his collected works, He writes as
follows:—

In the Universal Magazine for November,
1769, 1 find & poem which has every claim to
be by Chatterton, though mot inoluded in any
edition of his works, The extérnal and ia-
ternal evidences all point that way. The
external evidences are (1) the date of its ap-
pearance; (2) the mention of Bristol and the
Bavern; (3) the signature **C,"” used by him on
other occasions, in preference to **I. C.,"”
which were also the initials of Thomas Oary;
and (4) the address to Miss L——, who may
have been the same as the person of whom
he afterwards wrote—*‘If Misa Love has no
objection to h.nvin%' a crambo Bong on her
name published, it shall be done.” It is
even possible that the poem here printed, be-
ginning, be it observed, with the word Lom',
is the very ‘‘erambo song’’ referred to; for it
wag 8 common practice with Chatterton to
alter a poem very slightly, and to produce it
a second time. The internal evidences are
supplied by comparison with other poems,
For example, he writes to Miss Hoyland, in
the same metre, as follows: —

0! haste to give my passion epse

And bld the perturbation ceqse
"That harrows up my soul !

The joy such happiness to find

Would make the fanctions of my mind
In peace and love to rell.

Again, the ‘‘noxious vapors” and the snakes
occur also in his *‘Burlesque Elegy on Lady
Betty's Oat:"—

Ye noxious vapors, fall upon my head,
Ye writhing adders, roand my feet eriwine;
Ye toads, your venom in my foot-paty spread ;

whilst the spellings of Severne and eccho
ooeur in the Rowley Poems,

I subjoin the poem itself, as originally
printed.
